No luck — in the first place, you can’t just replace the red 
part like you used to; now you have to buy the amber and white parts too, because it’s all 
One piece. Plus, you can’t just buy the plastic; you also have to buy the metal molding and 
rubber gasket and the screws to attach it. And — only the dealer carries such a collection 
2 m gicea hardware. Other parts stores verified this amazing story. So I called the

But I want 
you to believe with every fiber of your being that within myself I am consumed with rage. 
Consumed, members of the jury and fellow drivers, because Nissan Motor Corp. wants 
eighty-nine dollars and sixty cents to replace my taillight!!!! With tax, that’s over ninety 
dollars!!!!_ For a TAILLIGHT!!!!! 1 once bought a fully-functioning truck for less than 
that!!! 


Let me put this in a contemporary perspective: Professor Roger Porter of the 
University of Massachusetts’ Polymer Science Department tells me that taillight material, 


or polycarbonate, costs slightly over a dollar a pound in bulk. What’s a taillight weigh, 
including metal molding — maybe four ounces? And the good people at Kerf & Boardfoot’s 
Lumber Yard inform me that a 1/8"x36"x72" (that’s three by six feet) sheet of Plexiglas™ 
(polymethyl methacrylate) can be had for $26.99. A little math (send $5 and SASE for 
details) shows if you’d cut my 3"x3" scrap out of that Plexiglas, to make it cost as much as 
Nissan wants for a taillight, you’d have to mark it up (please remember these numbers): not 
ten, not one hundred, but one thousand times. One thousand!!!! Even allowing for adding 
red color and molding it to shape, it couldn’t possibly cost more than a dollar to manufacture. 
A dollar! 

Dear members of the jury, you have surely heard how Japanese in more honorable 
times would take their own lives if they committed a shameful act. I don’t believe in capital 
punishment, and would not request this sentence. But I implore you to retum a verdict 
against this company — the only verdict possible. I want you to affirm in the largest 
available public forum that the Nissan Motor Corp’s charging $89.60 for a one-dollar 
taillight is a despicable act of SHAME! That’s SHAME, as in: a person or thing that brings 
dishonor, disgrace, and condemnation; as in: scandal, disrepute, discredit, ignominy, 
degradation, odium. As in: Have you no shame?? 

Iam very glad they now allow cameras in the courtroom. I hope many people are 
watching this proceeding. Iam personally sending a copy of this column, which reaches 
over 20,000 educated readers, to Nissan’s president, whose address is listed below. And 
perhaps you will, too. I rest my case.

Pollution Boycott 


Victoria, British Columbia, 
aninternational tourist des- 
tination made popular by 


its reputation for being “clean, 
green, and safe,” is facing a visitor 
boycott because it is now the only 
major municipality in North America 
continuing to dump raw sewage into 
the sea. Despite requests from 
neighboring Seattle and other com- 
munities, voters in Victoria turned 
down a proposal to build a sewage 
treatment plant, opting to continue 
to deal with the city’s effluent in the 
same way it has for the past 100 
years — by flushing it untreated into 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca. Tourists 
and conventions have begun can- 
celing their visits to the historic city 
in protest of the November vote.

State officials say that many of 
the fish that have returned are dis- 
eased, but so far tests have not 
proven any particular cause for the 
year’s dismal herring run, or the ill- 
ness. Only about a third of the pre- 
dicted 130,000 tons of fish have 
appeared. Of those, more than one 
third are afflicted by a mysterious 
sickness, characterized by red 
lesions and superficial bleeding.

Rat Invasion

been suggested as a way to kill off 


the rats, according to The Marshall 
Islands Journal. . 


Fireball 

A massive search by ama-

() astronomers was launch- 
’ ed in Australia after a meteor struck 
the ground in northwestern New 
South Wales. Hundreds of people 
across three states witnessed the 
fireball, which was believedtobe the 
size of a golf ball. Based on trian- 
gulation from the locations of sev- 
eral observers, the search focused 
on an 18-square-mile area.

Arizona’s most powerful 
KS earthquake since 1976 
was felt over a wide area 
from southern Utah to Phoenix, 
including the Grand Canyon.
